During the past week the Al¬ 
berta Legislature has made pro¬ 
gress with a number of Bills on 
various subjects. 

Spray Lakes Power 

\ 

In addition thle Spray Lakes 
situation was discussed for two 
days, resulting finally in the pass¬ 
age on Thursday evening of a res¬ 
olution stating that the House 
was (of the opinion that the Spray 
Lakes development would not af¬ 
fect the scenic beauty of Banff 
National Park; that the increasing 
demands for power in the Prov¬ 
ince made it necessary that in¬ 
creased power sbc/uld be immedi¬ 
ately available; and that the Gov¬ 
ernment of Canada should assign 
to the Province io/f Alberta the 
v aid water power site so that the 
Province anight either develop the 
yite as a public utility or effectu¬ 
ally control and regulate the sup¬ 
ply of pojwer in the interests of 
the people. 

The Opposition amendment was 
in practically th e same terms, but 
emitting the declaration that the 
project would not interfere with 
the scenho beauty of the park. | 
Premier Brownlee characterized 
the time spent on debating this j 
amendment as waste, as the reso-j 
lution and amendment were so 
alike that it wlotuld take a Phila¬ 
delphia lawyer to distinguish the 
' difference between them. 

The Province’s action, said the 
Premier, in putting forward this 
resoluitioan, was to ensure that the 
people of the Province effectually 
control this development- 
He ascribed th e delay in getting 
the project under way to the Do- 
minion Government, which had 
refused to issue the Province a li¬ 
cense, and only \on Wednesday 
' he had received a wire from Otta¬ 
wa stating that the Dominion 
wished that any application for 
the development of power in the 
i parks area should be in the hands 
of parliament itself. 

What Province Would Do 

O' The Government was prepared i 
on receipt of a license, to allow 
the C a l£ ar y Power Company t'O- 
- g;o ahead with the building of a 
dami at Spray Lakes, and if after- 
.-wards the Province decided to op- 
eratte the scheme as public utility 
to* buy the dam from the company 
If, 1cm. the other hand, they decid¬ 
ed to allow the company toi con¬ 
tinue, they would be in a position 
to regulate "the development in 
the interests of the people of the 
Province. They could not afford 
tjoj have a private company, deriv¬ 
ing its authority from th e Domin-

Municipal Legislation 

A new Municipal Districtt Act 
has been before the House this 
week, and considerable discussion 
has taken place as to its provis¬ 
ions. 

The problem of indigents is a 
a difficult one with some muni¬ 
cipalities, and a wish expressed 
tha^ the Province assume the care 
of indigents* Hon. R. G. Reid, in 
reply said that the problean would 
would be how to raise the money. 
He believed the indigents could b e 
more efficiently, economically and 
sympathetically handled by local 
bodies. 

The limit of responsibility by 
municipaliies for sick indigents 
in hOjspitals was established at 
$200 per year per patient. 

Labor members favored the do¬ 
ing away with the property quali¬ 
fication in municipal elections. 
They claimed that it was absurd 
that an individual could be Prem¬ 
ier of the Province without a pro;- 
perty qualification, and yet could 
not be municipal councillor.
